The target consists of a central object which looms over the 
surrounding site area. It is metal construction/ object either over 
or near water. There is a sense of great height and the structure 
is more open than solid. There is a long, large pipe which feels 
vertical (see diagram page iv) . 


The structure feels partially submerged in water. Attributes 
of the target include (in clusters): sparks, metal girders, 
height, angles, sharpness (as in metallic or pointed sharp) , an 
electric smell, dirty, dangerous and wet.
